icstheticism, among the passengers. He 
was met aft-by a tall young niau who 
was coining out of the captain's room, 
saying, ''Ha! ha! ha! wishes to inter- 
view me, does he ?" Mr. Wilde's laugh 
and accent were remarkable. 
It was a

laugh, 
full 
of 
indubitably 


good nature, yet seemingly) somewhat 
forced. He stood at least G feet 2 inches 
tall, with broad shoulders and erect car- 
ritigo. He woro a long ulster, lined with 
two kinds of fur, patent leather boots, 
and n small, round fur hat, set squarely 
on his heud. He stood at ease, with one 
hand tlirnst into his ulster pocket and the 
other with a large signet ring on its little 
finger, idly holding a cigarette, which he 
occasionally puffed vigorously. He wore 
his hair long: it is brown, and falls some- 
what lanky on his shoulders.

A Panic Succeeds the Accident 


Board the Newport. 


The Latest Inform at I on ObtalnuMo 


Concerning the Affair. 


There is every reason to believe that 


tho schooner that came in collision with 
tho steamer Newport otf Point Judith at 
half-past two Monday morning was the 
Kiirali E. Blake, of Taimtun, commanded 
by Capt. Chiirles • A. Brings, of Ports- 
mouth, and that tho schooner went down 
almost instantly with all ou board. 
Tho 


Newport Kcems to have been unable to 
render tho schooner any assistance. Tho 
night was a fearful one, and the collision 
was followed by a scene of terror on board 
tho steamer. 
The Now York Herald pub- 


lishes the following particulars of tho affair, 
gathered from tho officers and passengers 
of tho Nowport:—0;i Sunday night the 
wind blew a hurricane on the Hound, 
and snow fell thick and rapidly and a 
dense vapor arose from the sea. 
The 


steamer Newport, of the Fail Itiver line, 
hud a hard time of it on her way to this 
city. She had about three hundred and 
fifty pasKougers on board, and before she 
left the pier at IMXU Itiver, at one o'clock 
in the morning, half a gulo of wind was 
sweeping along tho docks. It was a ques- 
tion for some time whether the steamer 
would put out, and while it was being 
debated the passengers became- uneasy. 
They asked anxiously for sonic informa- 
tion 
by 
which 
they 
could 


be 
guided, 
but 
tho 
officers 


consulted could give them pone. 
The 


vftsfinl ontrhfr. to litivo loft at lime o'clock 
in the evening, and was due in Newport 
half an hour later, and tho long delay 
created tho belief that she would not put 
to fca that night. Many of the passen- 
gers therefore went to bed, but several 
remained up. Finally the lights were 
run up at the Insurance Signal Station 
and the vessel shot out into the darkness. 
Tho vessel was ncaring Point Judith 
about half-past two o'clock in the morn- 
ing When ho was struck on the port side, 
just above tho wheel house, by a schoon- 
er. 
The 
crash 
was 
a 
tremendous 


oiio and brought the passengers terrified 
from 
their berths. There wove three 


travelling dramatic companies on board, 
and the wildest confusion reigned in an 
iuBtaiit. 
The ladies were beside them- 


selves with fear, and several men lost 
their presence of mind. 
Mirny ladies 


fainted, aud n general rush wits made for 
tho life preservers, everybody thinking 
the steamer was going to 
rink. 
.A few 


gentlemen and, it is said, some of the 
officers endeavored to calm the passen- 
gers, but it was a long time before any- 
thing like order c-oiild bo restored, and 
the managers of the companies did all iu 
their power in the same direction. 
One 


or two very nervous upset the remainder, 
aud it was 
not 
until assurance was 


brought that the steamer was uninjured 
that they could bo made to lielinvn that 
they were out of danger. 


The schooner disappeared as mysteri- 


ously aud suddenly as sho came upon the 
steamboat, not even leaving her identity 
behind. 
What became of her nohody 


could toll, and whether she sank or ilont- 
ed is not yet known. It is supposed that 
she carried away her jibboom and fore- 
mast in the collision aud stove in her 
bow ii'hen it crashed through the steam- 
er's guard. Tho night was so dark that 
all truce of her was lost in an instant and 
the Newport kept right on her way. 
A 


number of gentlemen among the passen- 
gers sent a message to the captain re- 
questing him to put into New London. 
He returned a reply that he could not 
make that port in the storm that was rag- 
ing aud that he w»<i obliged to keep 
straight ou for New York. 


Tho Newport showed plainly that she 


had come through a trying ordeal. 
Her 


rails and sides aud spars were covered 
with piled up frozen snow and the ugly 
gash on her side told how violently she 
had been hit, great black limber teeth 
standing out front her side in uncomfort- 
able contrast with the shapely, sightly 
lines aud color of the rest. 
The over- 


turned range and utensils belonging to 
tho kitchen strewed the deck and a deep 
dark hole yawned from the interior. 
On 


tho upper deck, the staterooms and scat- 
tered bods and furniture demonstrated 
liow violently tho sdiooiier had- visited 
there and how fortunate it was that no 
one had been put to sleep iu those rooms. 
Men wcro put to woik soon after tho 
steamer arrived to set things to rights 
ind she is to bo towed to-the dry dock 
this morning for repairs. 


Captain Simmons told a Herald report- 


er that the accident was unavoidable so 
far'as ho was concerned. 
Ho did not 


BCO tho schooner until she ran against the 
Newport, imiT, he caught no more thau n 
glimpse of her as sho passed away iu the 
tttonn. 
Tho Newport had taken every 


precaution to guard against collision or 
accident. 
Sho was blowing her whistle 


and had all her lights set. This schooner 
cAiuo from the opposite direction and 
struck the Newport before anyone could 
FOO her. 
It was impossible to see any 


distance ahead, and the impression was 
Hint tho schooner failed to show lights. 
Ho thought they had boon struck by a 
moderately sized coul Hchoouor. 
What 


amount of sail sho was carrying he could 
not loll. 


A somewhat different account of the 


scene was given by Mr. Frederick Dubois, 
the manager of tho Comloy-Bartou Opera 
Company, which was on the steamor.

KFLENDID SEAMANSHIP. 


GALLANT ANJ) SUCOESHFUL FIO11T OF THE 


STEAMSHIP PALEKTINK TO SAVE TUE ERIN. 


The rescue of tlio sleiunahip Erin from 


a perilous position, by tlm Palestine, off 
the Irish ocii:;t, v.'iis told briefly in 
a 


cable despatch, but the 
following de- 


tailed account from tlui Liveii)ool Daily 
Post of December H will be roud with in- 
terest:— 


Of the many feats of seamanship which 


have been performed 
during 
the late 


frightful weather in tho Atlantic nono 
are, perhaps, more worthy of notice than 
thoKO which were performed by the mas- 
ter, oilicors aud crow of the steamship 
Palestine when she was rendering assisi- 
auco to tho steamship tErin, and helping 
that vessel to escape, with her crew, piw- 
Bongers and cargo from the imminent 
perils to which she was exposed in her 
disabled condition when off the const of 
Ireland a few days ago. 
The Palestine 


was homeward bound to Liverpool, and 
was herself Komcwlmt crippled by the 
terrific galcB which had overtaken her 
since leaving Boston, when, on the after- 
noon of Tuesday, the 2!)th nil., in Int. 
51.8 north, long. 12.40 west, ov about 
125 miles west of the Fastnet, she sighted 
the Erin flying signals of distress, and at 
once bore 'down, upon her to see what as- 
sistance was necessary. 
"When tho two 


vessels were within hailing distance the 
captain of tho Erin, who hiul lost his 
steam power, his funnel being gone and 
all tho blado-s of the propeller stripped 
off, asked tho Palestine to take her in tow. 
Tho sea was so rough that dipt. White- 
way, of the Pales tine, did not like ut 
firs't to lower a boat, and ho therefore 
steamed xip underlie ith tho L'rin's quar- 
ter, and gave tho latter ship ^ opportu- 
nity of firing a rocket with a line attached 
to 
it 
across 
to 
tho 
Palestine. 


The rocket, however, failed to reach 
tho Palestine, and Capt. "Whiteway there- 
fore steamed round and came underneath 
tho Erin's quarter a second time. A sec- 
ond rocket was fired, which caught in tho 
Palestine's rigging. 
The crew got hold 


of it, but the 
ino unfortunately parted. 


It then became evident that, to pass a 
tow rope from ono ship to tho other, it 
would bo necessary to employ a boat; but 
this was, a Ecrvicc of no small danger, as 
the. sea was running very high, and tl'O 
orew of tho Erin could not undertake the 
job, us every one of their boats had been 
earned away or disabled. 
Mr. John Har- 


vey, however, the chief officer of the 
Palestine, offered without Imitation tt; 
curry n lino on board tho Erin in one of 
the Palestine's life-boatfl if men sufficient 
to form a boat's crew would accompany 
him: and thereupon tho following seamen 
—namely, John Loar, Oliver Johnson, 
Joseph Welch, "Wm. Sanders and Michael 
Bunco volunteered for tlio nervine, and 
with Mr. Harvey nafnly reached tho Erin, 
and passed a lino on board, where it was 
aUached to a powerful hawRer. 
In re- 


gaining tho PalcBtino, tho boat, with hor 
crow, had a narrow owcapo from being cap- 
sized, an, before sho could bo hoisted up, 
tho Erin,- having inoro way on her than 
Captain Whilowny supposed, came down 
close upon tho Palentino, and with hor 
bowsprit smashed tho Palestine's davitw, 
the botil being between tho two vessels 
and exposed to tho groat rush of water 
which their proximity caused. 
JIappily, 


however, thin ciangor was cscapon", and 
tho PaloHtino, steaming ahead full upcod, 
gothcrHolT out of harm's way.

Imwserliftd boon made fa-nt tho Palestine 
took tho other ship in low, but, owing to

springing up during tho night.

events of tho two micceeding days were 
of a similar character, tho boat making 
frequent trips and passing lines by means 
of which hawsers were again nmdo fust. 
To givo additional strength Capt. White- 
way had laid his hawsers along his deck, 
and seized them together— firfcl two and 
two, 
and then even as many us four haw- 


sers all together* 
But in spite of these 


precautions they had constant partings 
owing to tho heavy sea, and on ono occa- 
sion from tho giving way of the Erin's 
compressor. 
On Saturday, tho 3d hist., 


wlum olT Queonstown, the weather being 
hazy and a gale increasing from S. K. W., 
the eaptaju of tho Erin requested Captain 
Whttoway to run into that port with the 
Palestine for tho purpose of sending a 
telegraphic message to Liverpool, request-

when off the Liverpool Bar Lightship tho 
Pulnsfinc gave up the Erin entirely to the 
Cruiser and other tugs which had been 
sent out for tho pin-pone.

Palestine's lifeboat made twoh'o trips, on 
seven of which Mr. Harvey had charge of 
her, John Loar. the boatswain's mate, 
having charge on tho other occasions. 
On two of tho trips, including the perilous 
night trip, Charles .Johnson was in tlio 
boat in addition to those seamen whoso 
names have been already mentioned.
